Missing doorknobs? 
School sale up in 
air once more 


Once more, it appears that the 
sale of the AMA school property 
has hit a snag. 

General Ministries, Inc. (GMI) of 
Tampa appeared to have closed a 
deal on the school when the cur- 
rent owner was unable to top their 
$345,000 bid. In late April, GMI 
made a final inspection of the pro- 
perty with Crestar Bank, holder of 
the mortgage. 

GMI is reported to have chang- 
ed their mind about their purchase 
of AMA when “certain things” were 
not in order during this inspection. 
A newspaper reported that “some 
doorknobs and other such things” 
could not be accounted for. 

The same day that GMI indicat- 
ed an unwillingness to go forward 
with the purchase, another poten- 
tial buyer expressed an interest in 
acquiring some or all of AMA. 

The Wilderness Leadership 
Academy(WLA) is a private school

enter college or a recognized tech- 
nical/vocational school for further 
training beyond the high school 
level. 

“Child” and “grandchild” include 
a natural, step, or legally adopted 
child or grandchild who is under 


in Craig County, Virginia where “af 
risk” boys are schooled. Presently, 
the Academy has ten students 
year round and 16 to 24 in the 
summers. They use ‘the wilder- 
ness experience” to teach their 
students the lessons of life. 

WLA is operated by Colonel 
Gene Nervo, USMC, Retired of 
New Castle in Craig County. Craig 
is a mountainous, rural county 
west of Roanoke bordering West 
Virginia. Much of the county's land 
is in the Jefferson National Forest. 

Apparently, GMI has until the 
first of June to settle on the 
property before Crestar can offer it 
to someone else. WLA is seeking 
financing and a special use zoning 
permit to operate their academy. 

Colonel Nervo plans to begin 
operation with some 30 students 
who likely would be housed in the 
Junior School barracks, together 
with WLA faculty members. 

The Federal Bankruptcy Referee 
in Harrisonburg is expected to 
grant WLA sufficient time to ar- 
range financing and rezoning.

James "Buddy" McCausland, ‘39, left AMA without enough credits for a diploma but with enough to 
be admitted to Lynchburg College. He attended Lynchburg two years before transferring to Washington 
and Lee. When he was about to graduate from W&L in the war year 1943 and knew that he was going 
into the Navy, he wrote Colonel Tom Roller to ask if he had earned enough credits to get his AMA 
diploma. "/t came almost by return mail. | have always been grateful to Colonel Tom for this." 


Herb Richey, ‘40, remembers that “Larry Montgomery and | built model airplanes together. It worked 
fine as ‘BB’ (Major Roller) gave us an empty room on the third stoop rear for our workshop. We got 
into trouble when we went from rubber bands to gasoline engines. We were testing our engines during 
study hall one moming (they made an awful racket!). BB was trying to work in his office... In my four 
years at AMA, | never heard the guardhouse gong rung so long and so loudly. After that, we went back 
to rubber bands." 


Hal Walters, ‘48, says that when he was Captain of Headquarters Company, a faculty member had 
been giving the athletes a hard time. “The athletes plotted their revenge. They planned to have one of 
the waiters come into the mess hall carrying four one gallon pitchers of milk. Another waiter was to 
bump him at just the right time. It worked! Captain Showalter ended up with four gallons of milk 
running down every inch of him, including his Sam Brown belt. He never hassled the athletes again." 


Duncan Wong, 52, remembers "when shoes (taken from cadets’ rooms ovemight) were lined up 
around the Clay Bowl one moming. And didn’t the guardhouse look good painted red? Remember 
when Colonel Roller's bell disappeared from the mess hall for a time?... On our last day, Colonel 
Roller said that the year had been the best in the history of the school. He took off his ring and gave 
it to the First Captain. | often have wondered how many rings Colonel Roller gave away in that manner. 
If this was the only time he gave his ring to a First Captain, | have the satisfaction of having been a 
part of Augusta's best year, to that date." 


Bob Ridgeway, ‘62, attended AMA for six years and was Captain of C Company his senior year. "While 
/ had a lot of fun and helped create a lot of mischief, | was fortunate to have many great friends and 
excellent instructors... General Roller, Colonel ‘Doc’ Savage, and Colonel ‘P.V.' Hoover (who gave 
me two or three ‘vacations’ from his geometry class)." 


Peyton Lea, ‘65, remembers a history professor named Captain Andrews. “His nickname was 
‘Pussyfoot.' He had a penchant for fine cars and owned a ‘62 Lincoln Continental convertible. One 
morning, as we assembled on the black top for Reveille, there, on each of the four goal posts, were 
the tires and rims from Pussyfoot's car!" 


Mark Briggs, ‘68, says he performed "many feats of courage and skill at AMA... first in the year to 
receive penalty tours for dropping fireballs down the radiator pipe hole to the floor below... teamed with 
Andy Turner to move the cannon and all the seats from the stadium into the front arch... dropped 
water balloons on cadets at laundry call out John West's third stoop window." 


Steve Pearson, ‘71, had his last contact with AMA just before the school closed. "/ stopped by in the 
summer and luckily ‘Doc’ Savage was there... Now, years later, the banners of middle age are all 
around me. | have gained some weight, lost some hair, drive a four door car, go to work every day, 
and chase the white ball... Those of us who graduated in the late ‘60's and early ‘70's were never 
supposed to be like this.” 


Wayne Kreson, ‘83, had the assignment of assuring that penalty laps around the Bowl were performed 
with zest. "/ had to chase them, rain or snow. | ran after them in full dress and in my pajamas, sweats, 
and even barefoot. My job was to ‘encourage’ the laggards!" 


Sergeant Josephson at reunion 


Sergeant and Mrs. Joe Joseph- 
son attended the May 6 AMA 
Reunion banquet in Staunton. 

Master Sergeant Josephson was 
originally assigned to the Military 
Department at Augusta by the De- 
partment of the Army in the late 
‘60's. He remained at AMA after 
his retirement from the Army. 

The highly decorated “Sergeant 
Joe” was a favorite of the Corps of 
Cadets. He coached the football 
and basketball teams to several 
championships in the Virginia In- 
dependent League. One of the 
football team's most notable vic- 
tories was the stunning 71-0 win 
over SMA in 1975. That was the 
last time these two arch rivals met.

‘96 reunion to honor Korea, Vietnam, Desert Storm 


The 1996 AMA Reunion will 
honor all Augusta alumni who 
served in the Korean War, the 
Vietnam War, and/or Desert 
Storm. 

Alumni Association President 
Gary Nicholson, ‘70, said that the 
Alumni Board voted at its May 
meeting to “search for the names

“We are aware of only two AMA 


alumni who died in any of these 
three conflicts,” said Bayonet Ed- 
itor Bob Bradford, ‘50. 

Rahily Rhodes, ‘47, was killed 
in action 21 July 1953 in the last 
days of the Korean War. Gloyd 


Rosen, ‘51, also was reported 
killed in action in Korea. “There 
may be others, but we have no 
record of them,” said 


Bradford. “We have heard that 
there was at least one cadet killed 
in Vietnam, but there is nothing to 
substantiate this either.” 

The intention is to honor all vets 
of the three wars - living and dead 
- at next year’s reunion. 

But we will need lots of help 
from all our alumni, faculty and 
friends to identify all these 
guys.
